Michelin Tells How to Use
Them In Most Econom-
ical___!_ar_mer.

In o recent Interview J. Hanvette-
Michelin, head of the blg tre works
at Milltown, New Jursey  siated that
the greatest drawhock (o o more gen-
eral use of anti-skids in this country
han been the afded cost nx the motor-
Iat alregdy has a complete set of rmb-
ber-tread tres, which he does not
want to diseard,  “As o matter of|
fact,” continued Mr. Michelin, “four
Antl-Bkld Vires are nol necesaary, on-
Iy two being requlred (o gusure safe
driving under all road conditions, One
anti-skid shonld be fitted on one of
the front wheels, and one om the
opponlte rear wheel  If the  driver
sits on the vight side, then the best
dispoaition of the anti-akid tipes I
ope on the rlght front wheal and
one on the left rear wheel but If the
oar drivey from the leit slde, like Heo
carn and Fords, (hen e antl-skids
should be fted (o the left front and
right rear wheels, Of course the two
rubiber tremd tres that are removed
whon (he autl-akide are fitted may
be kopt for apares for the two whesls
still carrying ordinary tires,

“The advantages of the lire squip-
ment nuggested, are, Nrst, pafety be-
canme the two anti-skids prevent ae-
cldenta due to akidding when driv-
Ing on wet or muddy or lee-covered
roads, and second, the two robber
tread tires bhold firmly op harg dry
pavemenis, Then again the economy
of the Michalln combination ls appar-
ent, only two anti-skids being requir-
el Instead of four UVsers of small
o medium powered carg are now en-
abled to ndopt anth-=klide at a moder-
ate lovestment.  Of course drivers ot
heavy lhmousineg and other high pow-
ered cars have always used them '

studded leatber tread tire that is at

WASHINGTON, April 8~That the
United States suffers o direet Jose of
$40.000000 gunwally on account of In-
correct and lnadequate methody in thoe
ounstruction, mointenance nidd admin-
istration of publle ronds, s the paser-
ton of L, W. Page, director of the
Unlted Stutes office of public roals
and president of the new American
Assoctation for  Highway  lmiprove-
ment.

This enurmons loss Is nothing com-
pared whh the Indirect loss, through
oxcessive ot of  transportution,
which & caused by the burden which
bad roads lmpose upon he farmers
and othors who use the highways,
and this amount, according o Mr,
Puge's report, reaches Lhe jmpresslve
total of $250000,000 every year, The
Amerlesn farmere bn paying two or
three times os mach o get his pros
ruels to market as the man who tilis
the groumd In Europe, and thiy added
cont of transportation |s known to be
an Important factor 4n the high cost
of ving problem

France v sald to use her fine sys-
tom of romls just about one ag one-
third times aw mueh sx her rallroads
for transportution, whereas, in this
country, the publie ronds are so poor-
Iy malntained and ministered, s o
whole that the highways carry only
between one-third and ope-fourth as
much produce as the rallrowds, Road
experty say condltions here aud abrosd
are almost expctly reversied, due en-
tirely to bag roads,
